This image was clouded last 
week when his chief aide, Giu- 
seppe Balbo, was arrested in his 
office in the Interlor Ministry. 
He is charged with extortion 
and corruption in the Priuli re- 
construction program. 

Huge Fonds 

The commissioner's resignation 
today occurred amid reports from 
judicial sources and in news- 
papers that the mismanagement 
of the huge funds made avail- 
able after the earthquake had 
been much more grave and wide- 
spread than it seemed only last 
week. 

Among other things, the judi- 
Clary is said to be investigating 
allegations that buildings spared 
by the catastrophe were reported 
as destroyed in conspiracies to 
siphon off reconstruction funds. 

The earthquake caused the 
death of more than 1,000 persons, 
and made about 100.000 people 
homeless. The alleged corrup- 
tions mainly relatea to the pur- 
chase of prefabricated houses 
and, it seems now, also mobile 
homes.

Unemployment 
Worsens Among 
U.S. Black Youth 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 1 (WP). 
—Unemployment among black 
young people is continuing to rise 
while joblessness among white 
youths declines, producing the 
highest summertime unemploy- 
ment rate for young blacks— 
neerly 35 per cent—ever recorded 
by the government. 

This disclosure yesterday by 
Labor Secretary Ray Marshall 
was made at a time of mounting 
charges by blacks and labor lead- 
ers that President Carter is ig- 
noring the problems of blacks, 
cities and the poor. 

Mr. Marshall said it was a 
“serious misstatement” to accuse 
the administration of imaction. 
But he conceded thet govern- 
Tent jobexpansion efforts—in- 
cluding 2 million summer jobs 
for young people this year—have 
widened the unemployment gap 
between young whites and young 
blacks. 

According to Bureau of Labor 
Statistics figures comparing this 
July with last July, the overall 
unemployment rate for persons 
aged 16 to 21 dropped slightly, 
from 15.5 per cent to 153 per 
cent,

U.S. Navy Ex-Aide 
Charged With 
Fraud Attempt 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 1 (AP). 
—A former high-ranking Navy 
official wes indicted yesterday on 
federal charges involving his al- 
leged efforts to steer a multimil- 
Uon-dollar contract to a private 
firm that hired him after his 
military retirement, 

Retired Vice Adm. Malcolm 
Cagle was charged with con- 
spiracy to defraud the govern- 
ment by a grand jury in nearby 
Alexandria, Va. Retired Navy 
Capt. James Hooper jr. and 
Dominie Paolucet, former presi- 
dent of Lulejian and Associates, a 
Virginia firm, also were named 
as defendants. 

The case involves 8 U.S. Navy 
program to train 2,000 officers 
and enlisted men in the 
Iranian Navy as part of the U.S. 
forelgn military sales program. 
The Iranian sailors were to be 
trained in the operation of two 
destroyers that Iran bought from 
the United States in 1974 for 
delivery next year.

Wholesale Prices in U.S. Up 
By Only .1 Per Cent in Month 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 1 (AP). 
—Wholesale prices in the United 
States inched ahead by 0.1 per 
cent in August as a fourth con- 
secutive monthly decline in farm 
Brices nearly offset increases in 
other areas, the Labor Depart- 
ment reported today. 

The small August increase in 
wholesale prices followed two 
months of decline in the govern- 
ment's wholesale price index. 

Farm prices declined another 
43 per cent, a welcome trend for 
consumers but continuing bad 
news for farmers, who have seen 
their farm income steadily erod- 
ing in recent months. ῳ 

Price trends at the wholesale 
level are eventually reflected in 
prices consumers pay for the 
finished product, although not all 
at once. 

Industrial Goods 

The Labor Department said 
Prices of industrial commodities 
rose 0.5 per cent in August for 
the second consecutive month, 
largely because of a 4.1-per-cent 
imcrease in prices of lumber and 
wood products, and a 0.9-per-cent 
rise in prices of transportation 
equipment, especially for autos 
and auto parts, 

Prices of processed foods and 
feeds declined 0.8 per cent in 
August, much less than the July 
decline of 24 per cent. 

On the whole, the August price 
report was favorable. The overall 
increase of wholesale prices for 
the 12month period ending in 
August was 5.9 per cent. 

The wholesale price index for 
August stood at 1946, meaning 
that goods which cost $100 in

DUESSELDORF, Sept, 1 (IMT). 
~—Alberto Juantorena or Mike 
Boit in the 800-meter run? Sil- 
vio Leonard, Engen Ray or Steve 
Williams in the 100-meter dash?

These and some less-burning 
questions of track supremacy will 
be auswered tomorrow when the 
Drst World Cup track meet 
begins here. The three-day event 
will be staged in the Rhine 
Stadium, all of whose 32,000 seats 
have been sold. 

Eight teams are entered. For 
the men, who wil) contest 20 
events, the teams represent the 
United States, Americas 11-- 
comprising the rest of North, 
Central and South America—Asia, 
Africa, Oceania, East Germany, 
West Germany and Europe IT, 
comprising the rest of Europe. 

For the women, who will con- 
test 14 events, the teams repre- 
sent the same continents and 
countries except that the Soviet 
Union replaces West Germany. 

Selection Methods 

Althongh the men's and 
women’s teams from Asia and 
Oceania were simply appointed 
on the basis of prior best times, 
the rest were chosen through ex- 
tensive elimination. 

Under the sponsorship of the 
International Amateur Athletics 
Federation, the World Cup meet 
has attracted nearly every major 
track and field star, many of 
whom were already in Europe 
this summer for the recent World 


boycott of the 19768 Olympic 
Games seems to be the refusal 
of Tanzania to participate here, 
in continued protest against the 
presence of New Zealand. Tan- 
gania’s action eliminated Filbert 
Bayi, the world record-holder in 
the 1,500 meters, who would have 
raced against John Walker, the 
Olympic winner from New Zea- 
land, for the first time. 

The format for these games 
is simple: Each event is a final 
among eight athletes, one from 
each team. Points will be award- 
ed on 8 9-7-6-5-4-8-2-1 basis and 
the winning men's and women’s 
teams wil! each carry home a 
trophy.
